CHEAP MONEY 


DEFECTS OF A GOLD 
STANDARD. 


4 Rugby, Yesterday, 
Addressing the annual meet- 
ing of shareholders, Mr. Reginald 
McKenna, Chairman of the Mid- 
land Bank, Limited, referred ta 
the fact, that the Bank deposits 
were increasing and now consti- 
tuted a record. The Bank ad- 
vances had fallen because the de- 
mand was below ‘what the Banks 
were prepared*to meet. Conse- 
quently, they have been driven 
to employ more of their resources 
in buying Government securities 
and bills, Failure to use the 
money had been attributed to the 
widespread feeling of depression.

Three Causes. 


He would ascribe the econo- 
mic troubles of the world to 
three main causes. The first 
was the maldistribution of gold, 
due to relative inability or 
willingness of creditor . coun- 
tries to lend to debtor coun- 
tries; secondly, the public had 
not yet recovered from the re- 
action from the American stock 
market collapse; thirdly, the 

. effects of the long period of 
delegation in Britain were 
still being felt.

That the principal Powers of 
Europe are determined to pre- 
vent war at all costs, is the 
tenour of a resolution . passed 
by Britain, France, Italy and 
Germany at a meeting, of the 
European Union at Geneva 
yesterday.

Lack of Confidence, : 
Geneva, Yesterday. 

The Committee of .the Euro- 
pean Union ended its first session 
to-day by unanimously passing a 
motion proposed by France, Bri- 
tain, Italy, and Germany, declar- 
ing that it had become plain that 
an economic recovery was being 
hindered by Juck of confidence in 
the course of future events and 
the widespread political anxiety, 
vhich had been increased by ir- 
responsible “talk” in various 
quarters of the possibility of an 
international war. 

The resolution recognised that 
the political difficulties in Europe 
have been accentuated by the 
economic instability caused by 
the world depression, and con- 


cludes: “The best service we can 


render toward the improvement 
of the economic position is to give 
firm assurance of European 
peaca. We therefore declare, as 
responsible representatives of 
European states, we are resolute- 
ly determined to use the ‘ma-| 
chinery of the League to prevent 
any. resort to violence.”"—Reuter.

THE PROBLEM OF 
SILVER. 


China’ s Lost Export 
>) Trade. — 


LONDON VIEWS. 


London, December HN. 

Silver ig again to. the front. 
The tollowing cumments were 
made in the Daily Expresa:— 

Silver hus ugain fallen to the 
lowest level it has ever touched, 
viz. 15.7/16d. per ounce. 
. This price was recorded once pre- 
viously—on June 24 last—but since 
then silver has been up to 17d. per 
ounce, and appeared likely to go 
much higher, ‘The: more settled con- 
ditions in China gave promise of 
greater trade activity and @ ¢on- 
sequent increased demand — for 
silver. 


Ravages of Civil War, 

China, however, at this stage has 
to import heavily to make good the 
ravages of the long-drawn-out civil 
war, while her export trade has 
almost disappeared. Consequently, 
she has to sell silver to pay for her 
imports, and this ‘accounts for the 
depreciation of the tacl, which is 
now at a lower value than the 
Indian rupee. 

The latter’ currency is also at a 
discount owing to the depressed 
trade conditions ‘in India, and 
traders with the East are experi- 
encing considerable difficulty owing 
to the unsettled’ state of the ex- 
changes. 

China will eventually recover a 
large part of her export trade, and, 
indeed, should greatly increase it 
under a stable Government. Mean- 
whild, with an adverse trade balance 
ugdinst her, a further depreciation 
in silver and in silver currencies 
would cause no surprise. 


Selling of Shanghai Exchange. 


, The Daily Telegraph remarks: 

The silver market once again com- 
mands attention by reason of its 
uncertainties, The decline _ is at- 
tributable to the selling. of Shang- 
hai exchange rather than to the 
offering of specie, though the move- 
ments of‘the metal and the Shang- 
hai tae] are reciprocal, the currency 
being valued at its metallic content. 

China is apparently importing 
with more freedom, but while’in one 
sense this betokens better trade, the 
increased demand for foreign pro- 
ducts is due to nervousness at the 
prospect of the imposition of new 
duties at the beginning of the New 
Year. As the export trade: is not 
developing at the same rate, the 
weight is thus thrown on the ex- 
change to provide sterling remit-

BRITISH DYE 
- INDUSTRY. 


A Comparison With 
German Prices. 


' 


ASSISTANCE: GIVEN, 


Two letters which have recently 
appeared in the Times with refer- 
ence to the British dye and chemical 
industry are worthy of note. In 
one of these Mr. Arthur G, Green 
wrote: —- 

Lapsing of Dyestuffs Act. 

The decision of the Government 
to allow the Dyestuffs Act to 
lapse in January’ next could only 
be défended on the ground that its 
continuance would handicap our 
textiles industries in their competi- 
tion with those of foreign coun- 
tries, by reason of the alleged fact 
that the dyestuffs users in’ these 
countries can buy their require- 
ments more cheaply than our dyers 
and printers can here. Any other 
basis for discontinuing the legisla- 
tion, which during its existence 
has had so favourable an influence 
ttpon the development of British 
science and British industry, has 
heen entirely removed by-the under- 
taking of the British dyestuffs pro- 


ducers that they will not oppose the. 


free importation of any products 
which are’ not made as efficiently 
and cheaply here. I venture to 
hope therefore that if 
shown that the average market 
price of dyestuffs in Great Britain 
is not above, but rather below, that 
in the rest of the world, it may yet 
be possible to obtain a reconsidera- 
tion of this important deciston. 
Index Figure Stabilised. - 

In the early period in the opera- 
tion of the Act the price-of British- 
made ‘dyestuffs was undoubtedly 
high, though even then it is very 
questionable whether a free market 
would have been an eventual advan- 
tage to the user, By gradual stages 
However, the index figure has been 
reduced until it has been stabilised 


160 or 170, taking pre-War at 100. 
In a report upon the German 
chemical industry recently issued 
by the Department. of Overseas 
Trade, a comparison /s made of the 
welghts and values of the German 
exports of coal-tar dyestuffs be- 
tween the years 1918 and 1929 
respectively, the totals of which are 
ras follows :— ' 
, 1918. 1929. 
Weight 108,680 tons 42,953 tone 
Value .. £10,800,000 £10,150,000 

(The mark’ being taken a3 equal 
to is). 

It can readily be calculated from 
this that the average export selling 
price for German dyestuffs was 0.88 
shilling in 1918, and 2.1 shillings in 
1929. In other words the .index 
figure in 1929 (and doubtless also 
to-day) was 238, taking pre-War at 
100. 

Question of Quality. - 

It may, however, be objected to 
this comparison that 'the incidence 
of high-priced to lowpriced dye- 
stuffs is different to-day from what 
it was in°1913, because the exports 
of German dyestuffs to countries 
which have established their own 
dyestuffs industry are now mainly 
of high-priced apeciality products. 
It is doubtful whether this con- 
elderation will greatly affect the 
results, but in order to meet this 
objection I, have recalculated the 
figures after deduction of those for 
the German exports to Great 
Britain, U.S.A., France, Italy, and 


Switzerland. We then have for the].

CHEMIST’S WARNING: OF THE 
DEATH RAY. 


An efficient death ray was no 
mere figment of imagination, said 
Mr. Henry Rhodes, editor of the 
Chemical Practitioner, “speaking 
at the annual meeting of the 
British Association of Chemists 
at Liverpool. 

Researches were -being carried 
out with invisible rays of 
power that they would be capable 
of exterminating whole popula. 
tions, Mr. Rhodes declared. . The 
next war would be fought’ by 
chemists and physicists, 

If the country were threatened 
and declared war, the conditions 
of its dye-stuffs industry would 
determine the whole outcome of 
the struggle. 

The state of the German dyestuff 
industry, when the War broke out, 
enabled Germany to turn. her dye- 
stuff factories almost at a moment's 
notice into factories for the manu- 
facture of tear gases, toxic gases, 
and mustard gases.. 

If these horrible consequences 
were to be avoided, or, at the best, 
& means of defence was to be dia- 
covered and developed, it was easen- 
tial that the dyestuffs industry and 
the research: work upon which, it 
depended should be strengthened, 
maintained and developed, ' thus 
placing Great Britain in as good a 
position as the other Great Powers.

CHINA’S SHIPPING 
TRADE. 


Mr. Wang Px Peh-chun on 
Foreign Encroachments 


Tha encroachment on China’s 
shipping trade by foreign companies 
1s a matter deserving of apecial 
attention, according to a New, Year 
article contributed by Mr. Wang 
Peh-chun, Minister of Communica: 
tlons, to the Chinese press. Not 
only have China's navigation rights 
along’ the coast been encroached 
upon by forelgners, but her inland 
river navigation rights have also 
been taken away. 

When China was first thrown 
open to foreign trade, foreigners 
were confined to various treaty 
ports and they were not allowed to 
go to places in'the interlor. As a 
result of the Opium War, however, 
China’s coastal navigation rights 
were lost and, not long afterwards, 
her inland navigation rights were 
nlso encroached upon by foreigners. 

But for the existence of 
unequal treaties «= which de- 
prived thls country of the 
tight .to impose protective 
taxes on foreign vessels plying on 
China’s inland- water, the Chinese 
Government would have been able 
to impose the necessary restrictions 
on forelgn vessels plying on such 
rivers, The result ia that, under 
present circumstances, it Is very 
difficult for the Chinese Government 
to develop its domestic shipping 
trade.

While foreign 
companies have been increasing 
their veasels:‘in Chinese waters, na- 
tive shipowners wero particularly 
hard hit when their vessels were 
commandeered by the Central Gov- 
ernment during the recent anti- 
northern military campaign. |

taking up my appointment ‘as direc- 
tor-general of the China Merchants 
S. N. Co., proposed the reorganisa- 
tion of the affairs of the company 
thoroughly go that China’s shipping 
trade may be developed under the 
guidance and direction of the Gov- 
ernment,” he says, Accordingly, 
the Government is devising means:

GERMANY'S “MAJOR SHARE. 

Some interesting comments on 
the shipping situation and on the 
various companies serving the port 
of Guayaquil are contained in a re- 
port to the Department of Overseas 
Trade by the. British Cansul- 
General at Quito'on the economic 
conditions in * Hcuador, dated 
September, 1930. It is shown that 
during the year 1929 there entered 
in the foreign trade of the port of 
Guhyaquil 412 ships of all nation 
alities, with a net tonnage of 
982,618, of which 71 were British, 
with a net tonnage of 177,048. 
During the same period 414 ships 
cleared, with a net tonnage of | 
982,918, of which 78 were British, 
with a net tonnage of 177,348, The 
leading country in shipping at the 
port of Guayaquil was Germany, 
with 100 ships, with a net tonnage 
of 211,212, which entered and | 


Cleared. 


During the first six months ot | 
19380, 205 ships entered at the port, 
of Guayaquil with a net tonnage of 
463,837, and 207 ships cleared with 
a tonnage of 470,043, British ship- 
ring during that period | was:— 
Entered 29 shipa. with a tonnage of 
66,357 and cleared 30 ships with 
60,408 tons. During the half- year | 
under review Germany was again j 
at the head with 54 ships and 
101,006 tons which entered, while 
the United States was second with

DEEP SEA TRAGEDY.

THE NAVY Fil FINDS MORE 
FISH. 

Finding new fishing grounds, for. 
our deep-sea trawler fleets is one of 
the many useful jobs done by the 
Navy about which we hear little. 
The old grounds are no longer able 
to supply Great Britain’s needs; 
therefore, the Navy has for some 
while past been engaged in seeking 
fresh fields wherein the harvest of 
the sea may be reaped in greater 
abundance, 

Fish hunting. is one of the 
strangest of quests, The habits of 
fish are. capricious. Nobody really 
understands them. ‘ 

‘The small warships that go in 
search of new fishing grounds ar2 
subject to the same uncertainty as 
a miner who: goes prospecting for 
gold, They may make, a lucky 
strike—or they may not. 

What they try to find is a bank 
at the bottom of the sea, or a shoal 
of some kind, around which fish are 
likely to gather to feed, ~ 

To be of any use to trawlers the 
bank must not lie too far below the 
surface. Fish caught at a great 
depth “are not of good. marketable 
quality, 

Suitable banks for Pentre new 
fishing grounds are located by tak- 
ing soundlings, which means mea- 
suring the depth of the water. «-

He is able to judge depth by the 
time it takes for the echo of his 
blow to come back to him from the 
sea floor, and the measurements 
thus obtained he records on a dial. 

The machine consists of a drum 
vpon' which 80;000 feet of piano 
wire are wound.

General Opposition, 
Rugby, Yesterday. 

In the House of Cammons to- 
night the Government were de- 
feated in a division on the report 
stage of the Education Bill for 
vnising the school -leaving aga. 
The Bill was met in ‘opposition 
from groups in: all political 
parties on the question of State 
aid to be given to non-provided 
Secretarian schools to enable 
them to fulfil the programme of 
building and staffing involved. A 
series of conferences to 1each 
agreed settlement had been held 


by the Education Minister during 


the recess, but proved abortive.

POLISH STATEMENT. 


The Polish Ministry of the 
Interior has issued a statement 
about the. recent disorders in Up- 
per Sileafa in view of what it 
describes as the tendentlous ac- 
counts which are being spread by 
the German Press. 

The atatement pointa out that 
ithe authorities took steps to ensure 
the preservation of order and the 
safety of voters during the elec- 
toral campaign, and on the day of 
the polling for the Senate and the 
Upper Silesian Diet. Breaches of 
the peace occurred only in a few 
localities where the feelings of the 
electorate had been unduly roused. 
A glaring example of this waa 
furnished by the provocative be- 
haviour of a certain Herr Harflen- 
ger (who is described elsewhere a5 
the German pastor in the village 
of Golagowice and is alleged to 
have decamped), His inflamma- ; 
tory anti-Polish activities are said 
to have caused the death of an} 
officer of the Polish uniformed 
police named Sznapek, who was 
killed while in the execution of his 
duties by members of a German, 
armed band. 

False Reports. 

Three Polish citizens of German , 

origin were beaten and German 


premises were wieckad at Brresio 
(Tohenbirken), anda Polish work- 
man was killed at Nowa Wies; 
contrary to the tendentious reports, 
not a single Polish. citizen -of Ger- 
man origin lost hia life, No 
serious Incidents besides the above 
occurred during the period of the 
of the election. : In-all proved cases 
of disturbance an immedfate in- 
vestigation has been started in 
respect both of the persons guilty 
and the authorities responsible for 
public order. Several persons have 
already been arrested. The police 
are also inquiring into the cases 
of window breaking, raids, on elec- 
tion meetings,‘and the like, with 
a view to the discovery and punish- 
ment of the. guilty. 

The statement enda with a re- 
minder that the authorities have 
been hampered in the fulfilment of 
thelr duties by the slanderous 
campaign which is systematically 
waged by certain organs of the 
foreign Press. 

The visible objects of the cam- 
paign (seya the statement) ara the 
permanent Irritation’ of: Polish- 
German relations and‘ the preven- 
tion of nefghbourly’ ‘accord among 
the inhabitants of Polish Silesia by 
grosd exaggeration of the smallest 
incident which may occur there. 
Attention must also be paid (the 
‘atatement adds) to the fact that 
| the Polish community has been 
alarmed for some time past by the 
campaign for the revision of 
frontiers conducted by certain 
agencies in Germany and by news 
of the misfortunes which have be- 
fallen the Polish population on the

WORN TYRES. 


Safe Drivers Take No 
Chances with Blow-Outs 


On good highways, with modern 
motor cars, 35 to 50 miles an hour 
is the customary” pace these days. 
‘Lhe danger factor which must be 
reckoned with'rests in the tyres. 

“No ‘motorist who has any regard 
for his own. safety will drive at 
excessive speeds ‘on badly worn 
tyres,” says, Mr, A. Mann of Duro 
Garage, Kowloon, local Fisk Dealer. 
“Even race drivers, skilful as they 
are, have a hard time handling o 


low-hung racing machine when a 
front tyre goes out from under 
them. In the hands of an ordinary 
driver, a front wheel, or even a rear 
wheel blow-out at 60 miles an hour 
‘is quite likely to be instantly fol- 
lowed by a wreck.” 

At speeds of 25 or 30 miles an 
hour a blow-out, while inconvenient, 
is usually ‘not dangerous. But at 
60 miles per hour, a car is travel- 
ling 88 feet per second, with ter- 
rife force. Dropping four or five 
inches of air cushion . out from 
under one of the wheels almost in- 
verlably causes a sharp swerve, 
even if the casing is not hurled 
from the rim und caught on the 
axle with disastroua results.“ At 
low speeds the car can be stopped 
easily enough, but at high speeds 8 
ditch or a collision may be the 
penalty, 


- CHEVROLET CARS. 


Production: Record 
Claimed. 


An automotive record was claim- 
ed when the Chevrolet Motor Com- 
pany turned out its 2,000,000th six- 
cylinder car on August 7, lesa than 
20 months after the introduction of 
this type. The 2,000,000th car rol- 
led off the line at the factory in 
Flint (Michigan) with Chevrolet 
and General Motors executives in 
attendance to witness its final as- 
sembly, 

The brief time required by Chev- 
rolet to build 2,000,000° sixes 
provides an. index of the rapid 
strides made by the organisation In 
the front rank of volume car build- 
ers. The company was organised 
late in 1911, and it required nearly 
seventeen years to turn out 5,000, 
000 of the old four-cylinder cara, 
while. more than 2,000,000 sixea 
have been placed on the streets and 
highways of the world since Jamu- 
ary 1 last year. 

Commenting on the manufacture 
of the 2,000,000th six, W. S. Knud- 
sen, president and general manager 
of the Chevrolet Motor Company, 
stated, that the fact of establishing 
a new record was significant mainly 
because it indicated'a definite pub- 
lic preference for the performance 
and luxury which a six affords In 
the low-priced field.

Competition ‘in 
America. 


It is interesting to note the de- 
finite trend towards 8-cylinder cars 
us against sixes’ in the. United 
States, A few years ago alxea 
made competition in America; 
they are facing competition, Six. 
cylinder cara are losing ground to 
the eights; yet, in spite of this, 
four-cylinder cars are the biggest 
avllers in the United States, thanks

! LOW GRADE FUEL. 


Effects on the 
Engine. 


In spite of tho increased fuel 
economy of modern cars many own. 
ers, compelled to study upkeep 
costs, are attempting to run on very 
low grade motor spirits, but these 
attempts do not end always with 
satisfaction, as modern engines in 
their standard form run at their 
‘best only on first or second grade 
fuels, 

In additlon to the correct heat 
producing carbon, these fucls con- 
lain elements which make the rate 
of flame travel “in the cylinders 
more suitable for a motor car en- 
gine, The characteristic of a low 
grade petrol is not a lack of carbon, 
but an absence of these necessary 
elements, 

However, in the low grade fuets 
there ure other components of very 
low volatility which can be 
brought into use by the action: of 
heat, Therefore, the first essen: 
tial for use of these fuels is a “hot 
spot,” which should be situated at 
the junction of the carburetter pipo 
and the induction’ manifold, It 
should be arranged so that the fuel 
particles strike directly on the hot 
surface, and these, highly digin- 
tegrated, then enter the engine. 

To get the best effects the “hot 
spots must be very hot, very 
loval, and- at right angles to 
the — direction of the — fuel 
epray. Many engines still in 
service are not fitted with a hot 
spot, and as this job is a little be- 
yond the average owner-driver, ho 
should turn his attention to provid- 
ing a hot alr intake to the carburet- 
ter. This can be done by fit- 
tiny a sheet metal muff around tho 
exhaust: and carrying a tube from 
the muff into the carburetter Intake. 
The muff should be Jong, and 
retained around the exhauat should 
be a clearance of about one-third 
the diameter of air pipe. 

Some method of admitting cold 
air must be fitted on this pipe. It 
is a good plan to make this adjust» 
able from the driver’s seat, aa fair: 
Ty close temperature limits are 
necessary to obtain good results, 
If the air is too cold, loss of power 
and. inflexibility will be noticed, 
while if the air is too hot, detona- 
tion or “pinging” will result when 
the engine is pulling hard. 

Generally speaking, it will be 
found that if an engine runs well 
and economically on first grado 
petrol, a change to a low grade will 
necessitate a slightly richer mix- 
ture for good running. '-It may be 
found that even with “hot spotting” 
and air henting that about 15 per 
cent, enrichment of mixture is 
necessary to stand detonation, and 
in this case the use of a very low 
grade fuel will certainly give no 
improvement in economy, owing to 
the higher rate of consumption. 

‘In conclusion, it may be. stated 
that there are engines with fairly 
high compression that will burn 
extra low grade without knocking, 
but in the average case it is only 
possible to make the change when 
an owner is prepared to sacrifice a 
certain amount of engine efficioncy.

Final Automobile: Club 
Lecture. 


«, Tho last of the third series of 


Yectures was delivered at the Royal 
Automobile Club, Perth, W.A., by 
the Technical Adviser (Mr. H. 
Mason). These lectures have dealt

be on how a car may. be so managed 
ns to ensure its long life and per- 
fect running. 

The_ lecturer explained that n> 
matter what good quality materiala 
x0 to make a car, whatever price is 
paid that the best -furchaseable 
shall be procured, if that machina 
is not handled correctly and with 


intelligence, it cannot, at any time] 


during its life, give that excellence 
of service that is intended by the 
designer and the manufacturer, It 
is therefore necessary that every 
cnr owner shall be a good driver, 
the first essential being that he 
shall thoroughly understand the car 
of which he is in charge. Those 
people who have attended the 
vourse of lectures have commenced 
to tread in the correct path, for it 
is quite impossible to manage any 
piece of machinery properly unless 
ene has a good knowledge of how 
that machinery operates. 


The Preliminary Inspection, 

In order that all phases and cire 
cumstances of driving might be 
dealt with it was imagined that the 
car owner left his home in Perth 
with the intention of proceeding to 
the Yallingup Caves. Having 
packed tho car with the necessary 
personal luggage, the owner should 
examine the car's tyres, petrol tank, 
radiator and oil. level, observe tha} 
the ammeter and oi} indicator are 
working profectly and generally sa- 
tisfy himself that his car is in per- 
fect running order. He should 
spend a few moments sitting in his 
cnr listening to the beat of the en- 
gine, By this means his ¢ar_ will 
become attuned to what ia the cor- 
rect and normal engine sound and 
Should: that sound vary at any fu- 
ture time, due probably to some 
mechanical defect, the change of 
tune will immediately make known 
to the driver that alls not well. 

The corréct methods of declutch- 
ing, engaging gears and letting in 
the clutch were then dealt with, 
These, the lecturer stated, were 
most important as the incorrect uso 
of the transmission imposed enor: 
mous straing on such parts of the 
car as the clutch, the crankshaft, 
the gear box and the rear axle, 
The car was then regarded aa hav. 
ing been moved out of the owner’a 
garage, all ready at the road side tq 
move away. The good driver will, 
en every ocasion, move the car from 
& stationary position with a per- 
fectly smooth motion.. No jerking 
should be permitted, and if, due to 
lack of practice, the driver does 
permit the car to jerk, he should 
stop, and again practise that move 
cff until he is quite satisfied that 
no part of the car has been sub 
ject to strain. Tho comfort of the 
passengers must be considered also, 

Many drivera who are only just 
capable of causing a car to proceed 
along the road consider themselves 
good drivers, yet when one conai-
